Farther north. Communist 
gunners fired about 170 shells at 
Con Thien and other forward 
Marine outposts below the de- 
militarized zone, killing seven 
Marines and wounding 41. 

The rate of Communist -fire 
was considerably above the re- 
cent level of a few dozen rounds 
daily, though Marine fighter- 
bombers hammered at enemy 
fortifications and bunkers just 
north of the DMZ. Pilots said 
they destroyed or damaged 46 of 
these installations. 

Communist mortars set six 
barracks ablaie in a South Viet- 
namese army post at Ban Me 
Thuot, a provincial capital in 
the central highlands 156 miles 
northeast of Saigbn. Govern- 
ment sources said military cas- 
ualties were light, but five de- 
pendents were killed and three 
wounded.

Idaho Benefits From Atomic 
Research Efforts Being Made 



(Continued From Page One) 
work in benefitting the economy 
and cultural area of the state. 

Mr. Glnkel's address, in which 
he detailed the peaceful bene- 
fits to come from the atomic 
program, indicated nothing but 
good days ahead for this area 
and for the nation as b whole. 

In the field of the production 
of electrical power through 
atomic means the horizon is 
bright. The expert , said that 
"nuclear power is here to stay." 

"Within the past several vears 
Mie Atomic Energy Commission 
and the utility industry of the 
United States have had to 
drastically revise upward their 
estimates of our nation's nuclear 
power generating capacity tor 
the ' remainder qf. the 20th 
century. 

"In a 1962 report to the Presi- 
dent the AEC estimated that 
by I9S0 there would .be 40 mil- 
lion kilowatts of nuclear gen- 
eratihg capacity. In 1968 tlie 
figure was raised to 80 and 100 
million kilowatts. With the ex- 
traordinary commitments of nu- 
clear plants so far this year, the 
best current estimate for In- 
stalled capacity by 1980 is now 
150_ million kilowatts. 



"One can get a better feeling 
for the magnitude of this num- 
ber by noting that pur 1980 nu- 
clear capacity is expected to be 
about equal to the total elec- 
trical generating capacity Of the 



entire United States Just 10 
years. ago. 

"Through the first nine 
months of this year, 28 nuclear 
plants jJiaving a .total capiacity, 
of 23 million kilowatts have al- 
f-oady been ordered. The capac- 
ity of the nation's largest hydro- 
electric plant 7Grand Coulee) is 
about two million kilowatts, so 
the orders for nuclear planUf 
so far this year are equivalent 
to almost a dozen Grand Coiilce 
generating stations." 

The projepted growth of nu- 
clear power industry has far 
reaching implications in terms 
of Industrial and materials re- 
quirements. 

■■ For .example, over the next 
12 years, U.S. uranium require- 
ments to fuel this Jarge number 
of nuclear plants are estimated 
to reach the range of 25 thou- 
sand tons - of i^ranium concen- 
trate per year. 

"Such a demand should," the 
speaker said, "surpass the ton- 
nage produced, in the most vig- 
orous years of mining activity 
In the late 1950's. Prospectfng 
and drilling efforts In the Inter- 
Mountain region are presently 
accelerating rapidly and this ef- 
iopt — onnn e t h e lp but bring a 
substantial economic imphct fo 
the major uranium producing 
states of Colorado. Wyoming, 
New Mexico" and Utah." 

Mr. Ginkel told of the prog- 
ress being made In Idaho in

With school bond elections failing al- 
most every time throughout the stdte 
it is refreshing to see voters in Blaine 
County talce a step in planning for the 
future. On Tuesday, voters approved 
by an 81 per cent margin a $300,000 
bond. It will be used for constniction 
of a new grade school in Ketchum and 
-for improvements in three other 
schools in tlie county. 

Of 901 votes cast, there were 735 
for the proposal and 166 against. A 
school bond election has to pass by a 
two-thirds majority, and as a United 
States Senator once said: "It's hard to 
get a two^Uilrds . majority vote on 
motherhood, Ieral6ne a school bond."

It is our duty because few, if any, 
of us can honestly claim we gained 
whatever success we may be able 
to boast, without help of one kind or 
another.

WASHINGTON — I had the 
good fortune to be one of the 
survivors of the governors 
cruise to the Virgin Islands on 
i4JSS-Indep en d enee last w e ek, 
and it was truly a memorable 
experience.

Rockefeller, Reagan and Rom- 
ney, and all of us naturally were 
concerned with their presklen- 
tial plans.

LOS ANGELES (AP)— In two 
, dozen U.S. cities a shopper can 
I settle into a chair in the middle 
of what used to be a busy, noisy 
downtown street. With her chil- 
dren nearby in a fenced play 
area, she can £ip a cool drink 
near fountains/ ponds and up- 
right saplings. 

These cities have found a way 
to relieve the concrete and steel 
panorama of streets, stores and 
cars that discourage some 
housewives In other cities from 
venturing downtown. 

Their solution has been sim- 
ple: they have separated cars 
and people on one or niore 
downtown streets. The result is 
a mail. 

Although any large area used 
for walking may be considered 
a mall, the term i.s u.'sually ap- 
plied to pedestrians-only shop- 
ping areas, especially those con- 
verted from normal streets. 

Usually Installed in areas of 
declining sales, many malls 
have a record of spurring new 
development and sales, 

Visalia, Calif., for Instance, 
spent only 110,000 on a mall 
then watched store owners con 
struct nearly {1.5 million In Im- 
provements around it. 

In Southern California, .where 
warm weather enhances an out 
door shopping environment, Riv< 
erside, Pomona, Santa Monica, 
San Fernando, El Monte and 
Burbank have malls and many 
more cities are considering 
them. Northern California mall 
cities Include Fresno, Sacramen- 
to, Oakland and Santa Barbara 

Honolulu has approved In con- 
cept a mall one-third by one- 
half mile In area that would 
dwarf most malls. 

A mall can be installed over- 
night— as In Vlsalla, and Toledo, 
Ohio— by the simple expedient 
of blocking off a street at both 
end."!.

Toledo's mall, for instance, was 
installed temporarily in the fall 
of . 1958 and again in 1959 but 
failed for lack of prior planning 
and lack of support from store 
owners. 

Fresno spent $1.9 million In- 
cluding $200,000 for a sculpture, 
for its nine-block Fulton Street 
Mall. The covered Midtown Pla- 
za in Rochester, N.Y., cost $1.3 
million. 

Fresno plans ultimately to 
spend $30 million to create a 
pedestrians - only supcrblock of 
38 acres, enclosed by a loop 
road. Surveys showed the cost 
would be no more than would 
be spent for haphazard Improve- 
ment over the same period. 

Another $30 million CeiUral 
City project is planned for cbm- 
plctlon in 1970 in San Bcin.-ir- 
dino, Calif. Included is a $.1 mil- 
lion, two-story, 40-acre m»ll. 

The U.S. mall story began In 
the mid-1950s. Its first major 
success was Kalamazoo, -Miclhr 
where mall reversed a long- 
term declining business trend on 
the city's main street. 

Since then, many U.S. cities 
have cautiously experimented 
with the mall. Cities with exist- 
ing malls today include Roches- 
ter; Providence, R.I.; Atchison, 
Kan.; Grand Junction, Colo 
Jackson, Mich.; Knoxvllle, 
Tenn.; Miami Beach, Fla.; Nor- 
folk, Va.; Minneapolis, Minn.; 
Cleveland, Ohio: Hartford 
Conn; Louisville, Ky. ; Canton, 
Ohio; New York City and Phila- 
delphia. Many more are under 
way. 

At least II U.S. cities have 
tried malls and discontinued 
them: Baton Rouge. La.; Dcs 
Moines, Iowa; Edmonds, Wash.; 
Fort Wajme, Ind.; Grand Ha- 
ven, Mich.; Middletown, QWo; 
Modesto and Oxnard, Calif,; 
Springfield, Ore.; Toledo; "and 
Waco, Tex. 
Fresno's Fulton Street re- 



mains the largest and most 
elaborately decorated mall In 
the U.S. Besides 25 art objects 
purchased with the $200,000 rais- 
ed by Businessmen, it includes 
25 fountains, several pools, 165 
trees and 19,000 plants and 

shrubs.. - *T 

Fresrio began plans for a mall 
In 1956 after Scars Roebuck de- 
cided to abandon Its downtown 
store and move to a suburban 
shopping center. Suddenly city 
leaders realized about one of 
every three stores downtown 
was vacant or for rent. 

After forming an organization, 
Fresno's downtown businessmen 
engaEcd nn architectural firm. 

A merchants assessment pro- 
vided $600,000 of the original 
cost, the f e d e r a I government 
contributed $900,000, and the 
city, for its share, agreed to 
maintain the mall. 

Before the mall was opened 
in the ffill of 1964, city officials 
began— to— worry^hatr-dcretlct!r(§ 
would take to sleeping on the 
public benches and that chil- 
dren would wade in the foun- 
tains. One objector suggested 
the fountains be fenced off. Don- 
ald L. Pollard, assistant city 
manager, startled the objector 
by asking why children should- 
n't wade In the fountains. 

Taken aback, the objector 
thought a minute, then grinned: 
"Yeah,, now that you mention 
It," ho said, "what would be 
.so terrible about a kid wading 
in a fountain?" 

The fountains were not fenced 
off.

Swif tfy In 
A Harsh War

AN THINH, Vietnam (AP) — 
"■You're not gonna die. You're 
not gonna die," Spec, 4 Preston 
Hull, a medic from Enosburg 
Falls. Vt., kept shouting. 

The machine gunner lay be- 
side his weapon with a head- 
wound. He had stood up just for 
a second to shout, "Feed me the 
ammo," and a rifle bullet 
caught him. 

Hull and a few other volun- 
teers lifted the gunner and car- 
ried him (o a medical evacua- 



tion helicopter. Gunfire crack- 
led over their heads. 

That was the last they heard 
about the gunner. The battle 
continued and he was one of 50 
U.S. casualties in the battle at 
An Thinh Frida'y. 

A battalion of the U.S. 1st Air 
Cavalry Division made a heli- 
copter assault on this Seaside 
village, 20 miles south of Da 
Nang. with intelllg'enco reports 
that North Vietnamese base 
camp or army hospital was. 
nearby,! 

An hour after landing on the 
beach, the cavalrymen were 
making their way across an 
open paddy field when well 
dug-ln North Vietnamese troop- 
er.s opened up with small arms 
fire. 

TWO Americans fell In the 



first blast. Before the battle 
ended nine more Americans and 
'79 Communists would die. The 
U.S. battalion dove for cover in. 
the open field and Immediately 
returned the fire. 

The battalion called In heli- 
coplor and atmor support. 

There was a' three-hour lapse 
between the arrival of the chop- 
pers and the approach of the 
rumbling armor. During the 
pause, the fire exchange rose 
and (ell, interspersed with medi- 
cal ovacuatlons and punctuated 
by Incoming grenades.

seeing them but most of them 
were going 'downwind at SO 
miles per hour. Because of wet 
vegetatfon hunters without dogs 
were certainly lesq successful 
than usual."

The 
number of hours spent in shoot- 
ing a pheasant raised from 2.6 
to 3.5. 

The hot spot, as anticipated 
was the Minidoka Project, 
where a 1.2 bird per man av- 
erage was achieved. The poor- 
est hunting was in the solith 
Goodlng^ndJerome c o u n ty 
areas <(t .62~wlth'~the -Salmon 
tract, south of Twin Falls, only 
slighUy better.

A state patrolman was called 
to the area and witnessed one 
mishap after another.

Lyons starts at the bottom and 
works her way up every week. 

She's a leaf duster for 300 ar- 
tificial plants scattered over 33 
floors of a Manhattan skyscrs-- 
per. 

Mrs. Lyons, 30, starts her 
plant cleaning rounds at 5:30 
p.m. and dusts her tast leaf six 
hours later. 

Each week she starts on the 
first floor and works up, floor 
by floor. By the <end of the week 
she finishes up on the 33rd floor. 

Mrs. Lyons is the only leaf 
cleaner among the 10,00 
employes of National Cleaning 
Contractors, the maintenance 
division of Kinney National 
Services, Inc. 

Her supervisors say she was 
picked for the job because she 
has a sensitive touch, is patient, 
can work alone, and Isn't dis- 
turbed by tedium.

House Group 
Recommends 
Cut In Funds

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
$1 -billion cut in funds below the 
administration's J,1.2-bilUon for- 
eign-aid request was recom- 
mended Friday by a House Ap- 
propriations subcommittee in 
the drive to clear Congress of 
money bills. 

The group headed by Rep. 
Otto Passman, r>-La., reported 
agreement to send a $2.I-biIlion 
figure to the full Appropriations 
Committee on Nov. 6. 

Even though the authorization 
for spending the money still is 
tied up In Senate-House confer- 
ence, tho separate appropria- 
tions measure can be brought to 
the House floor under special 
procedure. If the Rules Commit- 
tee approvcv. 

Normally,, authorization 
measure must be passed first. 
With the followup money legisla- 
tion, often in lesser -amounts, 
usually voted on later. 

The House voted J2.8 billion In 
the foreign authorization while 
the Senate approved a t2.6 bil- 
lion authorization, but the big Is- 
sue is over the method of fi 
nancing arms aid. 

The Senate backs the adminls- 
tratlon program o f arms sales 
through the Etport-Import 
Bank while the HoUse would 
curtail these credits drastically. 

The log jam of money bills 
cracked a bit more Friday when 
the Senate sent to the White 
House by voice vote — with only 
five members present- 
S13.3-billIoii money bill to fi- 
nance the Labor and Welfare 
Departments. 

Included is S13.5 million to 
continue and expand the Teach-

Idaho hunters and fishermen 
get great help from the Larjd- 
holder - Sportsman Council. This 
group, formed, in 1954, is an 
organization of farmers, land- 
owners, sportsmen and workers 
representing federal and state 
departments concerned with 
these pi^oblcms. 

The state council meets twice 
a year to plan basic public infor- 
mation programs to improve 
landholder - sportsman relations 
Part of the work imvolves pos- 
ters ranging from outdoor ad 
vertlsing on billboards to small 
fence post signs of various kinds 
The Information and Educa- 
tion Division of the Idaho Fish 
and Game Department prepares 
and prints all types of posters 
for the Landholder - Sportsman 
Council, and these frequently 
are distributed without cost to 
farmers and ranchers. Many 
thousand a year are run off 
in Boi.-Je for posting in the agri- 
cultural sectors of the state. 

One poster In particular Is 
finding growing popularity In 
the state, especially in parts of 
eastern Idaho. It reads as fol- 
lows: "Help Protect Life and 
Property. HUNTERS WEI^ 
COME. Tliis landowner has 
placed confidence in you by 
allowing you to cross his prop- 
erty without obtaining permis- 
sion. RESPECT THE PRIV- 
ILEGE GRANTED." 

This poster, like all the others, 
carries the familiar, "It takes 
all three" triangle, with Land- 
holder, Sportsman and Game 
Department forming the sides. 

Idaho landholders are learn- 
ing that such signs are helping 
to reduce resentment that some- 
times comes with the posting 
of "No Trespassing"' signs on 
all sides. A new feeling of grati- 
tude toward tho landholder 
seems to spread as "Access 
Without Permission" signs go 
up. 

However, the Idaho Landhold- 



er-Sportsman Council and affili- 
ates go beyond the ordinary 
bounds of spreading good will. 
Members know that hunters and 
their dogs should be guided by 
other signs giving various kinds 
of instructions, such as "Please 
CLOSE THE GATE."

The thing Is that each year 
A lot more people, than ever 
before Want outdoor recreation 
aiid aim to get It if they can. 
They soon learn that there is 
less land and water available 
now for hunting and fishing and 
other forms of outdoor 'sports 
Thus sportsmen- simply Tn-trB t 
make better use of what Is left, 
on both privats and public 
lands. 

One of the easiest and best 
ways to get the most use by

With Blood

BALTIMORE, Md. (AP) — A 
controversial Roman Catliglic 
priest and two other men 
poured blood into open file 
drawers at a Selective Service 
office Friday to protest U.S 
conduct in Vietnam. 

A fourth! man, a minl.-iter of 
the United Church of Christ, 
stood watch at the office door. 

The men said the biood was 
their own. They issued a state- 
ment saying,"We shed our blood 
willingly and gratefully in what 
we hope is a sacrificial and con- 
strucUve acf" 

All four were arrested by the 
FBI on authorization of U.S. At- 
torney Stephen Sachs and will 
have a preliminary hearing 
Monday. Two were released un- 
til then on personal bonds of 
Sl.OOO. The other two, including 
the priest, the Rev. Philip Berri- 
gan, refused to sign the bonds 
and were taken to the federal 
section of the city jail for the 
weekend. 

Berrigan, who has been " in- 
volved in a number of contro- 
versies because of his stands on 
civil rights and Vietnam, said, 
when asked the source of the 
blood, "suffice to say that it is 
our own." 

Held in the Baltimore City 
Jail with Berrigan, pending the 
hearing Monday, was Thomas 
Lewis, an art teacher. The two 
released were the Rev. James 
Mengelof of the United Church 
of Christ and David Eberhardt, 
secretary of the Baltimore In^ 
terfalth Peace Mission to vrtilch 
all four belong. 

The government charged the 
four with destruction of govern- 
ment property, mutilation 
public records and obstructing 
Selective Service laws 

Charges by the government 
said the three who poured the 
blood^gave various reasons to 
■ clerks as to' why they were in 
the office, which serves 17 local 
draft boards 

Col. James L. Hayes, state di- 
rector of Selective Service, said 
the men asked Mrs. Annie Ea- 
ton, a receptionist, a question or 
two. 

"She got up from her desk to 
try and nelp them, and with this 
they walked through our recep- 
tion barricade of swinging doors 
over to our files, which are, of 
course, confidential. These . . . 
gentlemen then proceeded to 
pull four flle cabinets — 16 draw- 
ers— and pour blood In them."

plastic bottles, they handed out 
a prepared statement saying 
they were doing so to protest 
"the pitiful waste of American 
and Vietnamese blood, 10.000 
miles away." 

The Baltimore ArdkUocese of 
the Catholic Church said in a 
statement that Father - Berrl- 
gan's action appears to be 
se1f-defe«ting and "its real c«w- 
tribution to peace Is questiOB-

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I Challenged the Death 



I WAS writing my most recent novel 
when I ran into a problem. Fiction 
may be the opposite of reality, but it 
has to "seem" real. 

If you try to describe m time or a place, aome- 
bctdy's goinflr to knpw it far better than you, and. 
if you make one li.ttle mistake, they'll hoot, and 
there goea your book. 

I couldn't afford mistakes. I was dealinir with 
history, Icnowa and recorded by soldiers and in 
civic records, about an area still only rousrUy 
mapped but ridden over by soldiers and cattle- 
men for the past 100 years. 

I'd read, I'd studied, and then I'd asked ques- 
tions. In my book I had to get a man from what 
■ is now the-Araucano Inj^p reservation, .in the 
Bio-Bio area of southern Chile over the Andes 
mountains and into northern Patagonia — on 
horseback and in a certain tiipe period. 
Iw two riispntriiMt I'd noticed, the Paw Vurtlo-

che ■ mentioned. The— pass— was^-south-'^of ■ Lalce 
Nahuel Haupi and made sc^^ between Chile 
and Argentina simple. The'iwople I'd talked to 
waved me off; sonae saying ii was an old Indio 
legend, others that an en rthT"**^" ■'"'■■■y'"'' 
"It. Uut I'O decided to find out if the pass had, in 
fact, existed, and if it could have been crossed at 
the time I was writing about. 

The foothills beneath where the pass is sup- 
posed to be is magnificent lake country, and I 
spent some time there making friends with the 
local Indioa. One evening I met the son of a 
famoua Indio eaeiqtu, or chief of clan, and he in- 
vited me home to discuss arrangements. I said 
that' I wanted to cross the pasa and stated a price 
per man and horse. Next noon, the son came to 
say that his father would ride the following 
morning and for me to come and camp with them, 
re^dy for an early start. 

It was getting light when we started off — my* 
self, Hueco, the coct^ue^guide, and two gauchos, 
each leading a pack horse. We were in thick for- 
est, mostly pine, cypress, and brush and were 
going up more than 3,000 feet to the snowy peaks 
in front of us. 

The air was mild and Hueco said he didn't ex- 
pect to see bad weather near where we were go- 
ing. Nevertheless, we* took along goatskin chaps 
and l>edding, and I wore two pairs of thick socks 
beneath niy knee boots. 

We didn't meet anyone that first day or cross 
a track, and glancing at my compass now and 
again, I saw that Hueco was keeping a steady 
line, though how, in that wilderntiaa, I'll never 
know. That night, after more than 12 hours in 
the saddle, we stopped to eat by a spring of ice- 
cold water. We were almost out of the forest, and 
it was much colder. 'Hueoo said that we would 
be at the pass late next afternoon. 

Hueco, who by his cdunt was nearly 80 years 

old but who looked njo|:e^Uk^ 40, said that he'd 
gone across the pass with h^father many times 
as a child. Then the white men came and opened 
the lakes to ahippingr They built roads and soon 
-the-^pass-waa foi«otten.~- - ^ - 

Next morning we got away late because, the 




gauchos had to look for the horses. These Indio 
horses have no match in endurance in all the 
world, and the Indio believw that the horse has 
the same right as a man-^^ eat what he wants, 
where he wants, after he's done his work.

We doctors have had a flu vaccine for 
some 10 years, J>ut this vaccine is effective 
only if'_-the rigrht people come In for a 
shot of it. Who should be vaccinated? We 
don't recommend it for infants and chil- 
dren, but the flu vaccine is a must^focper/-., _ ' 
sons who are 'elderly, run-down, or have a • 
lung or cardiac condition. Ttiese are the 
groups most likely to catch the flu in the 
<i<-at' place ttnd then fall victim to the dan- 
gerous invaders who ride piggyback . with 
this disease. We also 'urge the yac/:ine for 
^ny man who is out among crowds and 
also for .persons xlose to hiiA. That means 
most businesaVnfeii and their wive^ 

If you hav* had the flu before, you ctfn 
catch it again — and again. If ydtiVe had 
a. flu shot before, you need itagain. though 
you'll only need a single- "booster" dose 
rather than a double shot. If you are asth- 
matic or allergic, you' probably should not 
*»«ve the. vaccine. 

Flu'.«pidemics peak around the first of 
ihe year, but .Biace it takes time for the 
vaccine to develofJ li?>in\fflity within your 
body „ now is the best^time to h^ve the shot. 
Without '"^h^ shol, you are more vulner- 

C^a"ble to. the flu from direcj contact (such _ 
as Kissing), or. through germs- wafted 
^rougk the air by coughs or sneexes. Did 



you know a sneeze is contagious six feet 
away? The most careful and well-meaning 
people can still infect others since they 
are most contagious just' before their own 
symptoms appear as well as during the 
next two days, ^me come down with such 
a mild case that they are able to continue 
working — and pass along germs. 

Th* worst of a flu illness lasts only 24 
to 72 hours, but they are miserable hours 
indeed. Symptoms include fever, head- 

-ache, anhing — muscles and lin 

throat, shivering, dizijiiess,' and exhaus- 
tion. During this siege, there's not rouch-- 
you can do besides take to your bed, drink 
plenty of liquids, and take a pain reliever. 
. Your doctor may also prescribe an anti- 
biotic, not to cure your flu but to protect i 
you against any secondary invader. 

Even after the acute phase has passed, . 
'yoQ will, to put it bluntly, feel "louay"'for : 
another week to ten days. 

Many people confuse the flu with the ■ 
common cold. Coming down with a ibad 
ca.se of the sniffles, they wilLsay-tKey'Imve . 
"a touch of the flu." Once 5n3ii^!'»hi(Ci?4 
and acHed through n bout with the;T.fl)4„,, 
you're not likely to make this mistake 
again. In adults, a cold is rarely dangerous 
and seldom involves a fever. The flu does. 

Most importantly, remember that while 
we have no genuine preventive for a 
cold, we do have one for the flu. If enough 
^ people are vaccinated now... we may. atop 
thta.y^r's epidemic before it has a chance 
to start ita deadly course. ♦

EVERY Halloween you see ugly 
old crones, dressed in long 
black robes and riding broom-, 
sticks, totally malevolent crea- 
tures — witches bent on frighten- 
ing tric k-oir-trea t youngsters. 

The mere mention of the word "witch" 
evokes the Halloween image, an imagre 
created in the Middle Ages by fanatic 
clergymen and laymen to destroy a reli- 
gion they believed to be in league with the 
devil. This is untrue. 

I know. I've devoted much of my life 
to the study of witches and witchcraft. 

What, then, is witchcraft? The word it- 
self ^derives from the ancient Celtic, wiea, 
xneaning wise. It was nothing more than 
'Worship of nature as practiced in ancient 
Britain and Ireland. It really is nothing 
'Aiore than that today. It hadn't then, nor 
has it now, anything to do with magic, 
devil worship, or sat&nism. 

TcNioy's witch** — and I laiow many of 
them — try to "raise jjower" • for healing 
the sick or for influencing some person for 
a distinctly good cause. Contrary to popu- 
lar belief, you don't need extrasensory 
perception to be a witch. But, since the 
main rituals in witchcraft are mystic, it 
cartadnly helps. 

JWI£ch«i~gatHer in eovMs/ wiually small, , 
secretive communities, nnrw iijtt ted by tha 



prevailing prejudices- agaj^st such, 'occult 
gatherings. Let's examine one .such^Bsitli- 
ering, held recently in' Cincinnati. 

The coven had IS members — sev^- men 
(called warlocks) and six wonieii-T:-rang- 
ing in age from the early ZOs to the late 
50s. All members came from different 
walks of .l^e; there i^i po class distinctiof^ 
in witchcAft: In accordance with;a wtt<dhi 
craft tradition, everyone assumed a new 
name. Nothing sinister in that. Actors of- 
ten do the same thing. 

The meeting got under way about 9 p.m. 
and at Arst was a simple social gathering. 
Shortly thereafter, the preliminary busi- 
ness of the coven began, such as activities 
reports, dues collection, and correspond- 
ence with other covens; 

At mMnifiht, traditionally the witching 
hour, a circle of witches was formed 
around an altar on which were placed salt, 
a censer, candle, and chalice — symbolic of 
the elements of earth, air, fire, and water. 
In the center of the circle, the high priest 
began reading from the' "Book of Shad- 
ows," the witchcraft bible. 
^Pther jaemben^ 

moving slowly around another sacred ob- 
jWf a rniiHrnn nf watnr. Th«y rhnntpA in 



order to raise their "spirits" or concen- 
trations of energy. This coven attempted 
t.n hftjtl nnn nf thf ir fripnila vifl- fjiniight: 



concentration — in other words, b;^ "rais- 
ing the power." (Dr. Joseph Khine of 
Duke University has successfully proved 
that thought concentration is, indeed, en.-- -- 
ergy and in theory can influence peiK>Ie \ 
or move objects.) 

After the carefully phrased ritual, wine 
was sipped ' symbolically — eversrthing'. in 
witchcraft - is - symbolic — and yogsHke 
breathing was followed by dancing around 
the altar, Virginia-Reel style. Everyone 
then went home, tirecl 'but rafaxed.' ' 

I defy anyone to say that anything here 
was inherently evil or satanic. 

Witchcraft followers have often been 
criticized for performing their rituals un- 
clothed. The trtlth i s ..that they believe 
their bodies to be energy fields- and that 
clothes hamper the free flow of energy 
necessary to perform given tasks. The 
Cincinnati coven wore long robes biit. 
nothing underneath. 

Whan do these meetings take plaqe? 
Since. ,^tcheraft is still essentially a nM-- 
ture 'religion, covens celebrate the chang- 
ing of the seasons. The main meetings, 
called witches' sabbaths, are held on : May 
Eve (April SO), the spring festival; Lam- 
mas (July 31), summer; AUhallows Eve 
(Oct 31), autnnm; and Brigid's Day 
(Feb. 2), winter. Lesser meetings, called 
esbaths, are held whenever there is a 
full moon. 

In the course of my research, I m<^ a 
British airlines clerk who shall .renyiin 
nameless. His after-work activitJe^ infcladfe 
lectures on witchcraft and_ 4nltl4tions of 
new members. Dorinff -his initiations, all 
attending, withes 'bathe in hot salt water

-They make a list and 
include money, and the orders 
are bought and delivered back 
to the hospital by volunteer 
shoppers.

Other needed gifts have been 
made to the library, such as 
encyclopedia, dictionaries, mag- 
azine subscriptions, etc., and 
toys for children, since tubercu- 
losis is no respecter of age.

Gooding county organizations 
have been especially helpful at 
all times, under the direct su- 
perviskm of the Patient's Auxili- 
ary. 

Some of the main projects at 
the present time still includic 
the supervision of th* shopping 
service and tray favors for'spe^ " 
cial occasions, holiday and 
birthday gifts, clothing and 
some personal needs for needy 
patients. Members point out that 
their duties have lightened as 
the hospital has become more 
self-sufficient.

The "proof" was made in the 
name of Lawrence Hansen, but 
it was his wife and her sister, 
Mrs. John Hansen, who resided 
there until the necessary re- 
quirements for residence were 
met. 

The land was acquired in 1907, 
after numerotis fund - raising 
projects, but it was 1913, before 
the patent was issued by the 
Twin Falls Land and Water Co. 
and properly recorded. For 
many years, the club continued 
to maintain the cemetery.

There are 10 
ladies at the hospital from the 
guild every day, performing 
many kinds of services for pa- 
tients and relieving hospital per- 
sonnel. 

In September, for the guild 
Itself, a membership drive is 
held; also a stylo show and 
luncheon is produced as a fund- 
raising project. Installations and 
a tea highlight November, and 
in December the guild hosts a 
hospital personnel tea. But these 
functions are almost trivial in 
comparison with the other func- 
tions of the Hospital Guild.
